Mr. R. T. Rodd, Government Sup¬ 
erintendent of Fish Hatcheries of 
Banff, was in Vulcan on Wednesday 
last conferring with local men re¬ 
garding the stocking of Lake McGre¬ 
gor with game fish. The water 
there was found too warm in certian 
seasons, to successfully permit of 
the habitation of such fish as cut¬ 
throat Or rain-bow trout, but the spe¬ 
cies known as “Dolly Varden” would 
flourish in the lake and this fish is 
being considered for planting there. 
Black bass would successfully thrive 
in the lake also, but none is in stock 
at Banff and it would necessitate 
getting them from down east espec¬ 
ially for this water and the plan is 
therefore not to be considered. Fif¬ 
ty thousand rath-bow trout were 
planted in the Middle Fork of the 
Highwood River last week. A deci¬ 
sion will soon be arrived at and the 
fishermen of this locality are hoping 
that some good angling in the lake 
will follow the planting of the Dolly 
Vardens there.

would have proved a serious handi- 
government selling agencies which 
cap to the marketing of Canadian 
wheat, had no controverting policy 
been adopted in this country. StepB 
have been taken to meet the situar 
tlon, and they are steps which, we 
need not say, have been anxiously 
looked to. 

The procedure to be adopted by 
the Government is to appoint a 
board of experienced n)en invested 
with adequate powers to 'conduct the 
purchase and sale of the Canadian 
wheat crop of 1919, both for export 
and domestic purposes. In the ar¬ 
rangement made, the farmer is given 
a fair deal, in that he is insured of 
reoeiving the best world price for his 
wheat. He will, further, be saved 
from the speculator, who is often the 
profiteer, in that ifiis source of enter¬ 
prise ia no longer available to those 
who get the cream of the transaction 
to the detrimer. of the producer and 
consumer. 

The provision of a cash poyment on 
account of farmers, at the time he 
sells his wheat, and a further pay- 
meat, after deductions of expenses,to 
be distributed in proportion to grade 
and quality is one which should meet 
with approval. 

An important arrangement is that 
of utilizing, as far aa available and 
necessary, the existing facilities for 
the purchase, transport and handling 
of wheat. 

Much of the tronbles ahead with 
regard to the sale and marketing of 
this year’s crops will in the policy 
framed be attempted to be overcome, 
that there were difficulties ahead, 
in thg facilities for the disposal of 
this year’s crops with benefit to the 
producers, could not be perceived. 
The working of the new qolicy and 
its results will be one which will be 
watched with considerable interest by 
the grain growers at large. 

The policy to be adopted by tne 
Government in regard to flour is the 
natural corollary to the policy of the 
Governmental sale and purchase .of 
wheat.

UNION GOVERNMENT’S RECORD 


At Che moment when the Unionist 
party Is about to undergo a trans¬ 
formation from a temporary perhaps 
to a permanent character, the east¬ 
ern press has been summing up the 
Union Government's accomplish, 
inents. These are not so small nor so 
insignificant as might be thought 
from the remarks of some critics. 

The Toronto Star, by no means an 
eothuaaistic supporter quotes the 
following as “things accomplished by 
no party administration’’: 

The passage of the conscription 
bill whereby the army was maintain¬ 
ed at full strength and enabled to do 
its share Jn the war. The mainten¬ 
ance of the Excess Profits Tax which 
powerful interests sought to destroy. 
The adoption of the income tax with 
its super-tax which hit wealthy men 
in their sorest spot, the pocket-book. 
The limitation of the profits of the 
packers to 11 per cent, (which as tjhe 
Star points out would have been Im¬ 
possible if the opposing’ “interests 
had been able to saw off one party 
against the other as they have too 
often done). The introduction of 
Prohibition and the suppression of 
the liquor traffic during the war. 
The abolition of patronage in the 
outside civil service, and in the pur¬ 
chasing of supplies ter government 
departments. The taking over of the 
Canadian Northern Railway Com¬ 
pany and the decision to purchase 
the Grand Trunk Company. The 
creation of a Board of Commerce to 
bring down the high cost of living 
and to curb profiteering. The aboli¬ 
tion of titles in Canada. Tariff 
changes, including the free list on 
which are placed wheat, flour and 
potatoes. / 

This is not a bad record for a gov¬ 
ernment which has been in existence 
for only a little over A year and a 
half. The Toronto Star is satisfied. 
While it admits the Conservatives 
look coldly on a government with 
Liberals in it and the Li berals dislike 
a Conservative I*rime MinTiTe*, y«t 
it concludes that

NOTICE 


The high cost of shoes was de¬ 
clared to be due to excessive profits 
taken by every factor in the shoe 
production industry, In a report by 
the federal trade commission to con¬ 
gress, made public today. The pack¬ 
ers were charged with having begun 
the pyramiding of shoe prices by an 
unwarranted increase in the price of 
hides, the supply of which they were 
said to control. On top of this, It 
was charged, the tanners have taken 
“exceptional profits”, while the man¬ 
ufacturers have demanded an “un¬ 
usual margin” and the retailers have 
charged prices that ae “not justifi¬ 
able”. 


In order to render assistance to 
farmers deairing work the Alberta 
Government has completed arrange¬ 
ments with the transportation com¬ 
panies which provides transportation 
for bona fide farmer’s to the harvest 
fields of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
at a one cent a mile rate. This trans¬ 
portation will be issued and available 
between August 1st and 20th. Ir 
case a farmer is unable to pay -or 
his own transportation be will be re¬ 
quired to furnish a certificate signed 
by a manager of a bank or by the sec¬ 
retary of his municipality as to his 
inability to provide for such trans¬ 
portation. Transportation certifi¬ 
cates will be available at Oalgary, 
Lethbridge, Medectne Hat, Warner, 
Pincher Creek, Bow Island, Alderson 
and Carmangay. These arrangements 
are made tor farmers who have suf¬ 
fered the loss of crops only. For fur¬ 
ther particulars see:
